The Lions turned back Mor­ 
ton of Richmond, surprise victor 
over Conersville in the first game 
of the meet, in the title battle by 
a score of 27 to 19 to win their 
way to the state finals at Indi­ 
anapolis next Friday and Satur­ 
day. Coach Hinshaw’s boys dis­ 
posed of Lawrenceburg in the 
second afternoon tilt by a score 
of 29 to 19, not being pressed. 
When the Rushville team lines 
up against 
Horace Mann 
of 
Gary, Valparaiso regional win­ 
ner, next Friday night at 7:30 
o’clock, it will mark the third 
time in four years a local quin­ 
tet has participated in the state 
finals and the fifth time since 
Rushville basketball began to get 
somewhere in state competition. 
In the final contest Saturday 
night a neck and neck battle en­ 
sued between the Lions and Mor­ 
ton in the first half, which ended 
11-11 
after some spectacular 
tossing by both teams. Shortly 
after the third quarter got un­ 
derway, however, Coach Hin­ 
shaw’s performers turned on the 
heat, and with Burton and Wilk­ 
inson leading the attack, the 
score mounted to 24-12 by the end 
of the period. Thereafter thei*e 
was no doubt as to the final out - 
come and completely new teams 
were sent into action by both 
mentors as the winning team’s 
margin grew.

Indianapolis, M arch 16—(A.P.) 
Indiana had 181 new laws on its 
statute books today, the products 
of the 1931 general assembly. A 
small p art of these already are 
in force since 
they 
contained 
emergency clauses, but the re ­ 
m ainder will not become effec­ 
tive until late in May when the 
acts have been printed. 
The safe in Governor H arry G. 
Leslie’s office became a tom b for 
eighteen other m easures passed 
in the closing hours of the as­ 
sembly, however, for th a t num ber 
failed to m eet the governor’s ap ­ 
proval and they 
were "pocket 
vetoed.” Included in th a t num ber 
was th e individual income 
tax 
bill and the Dem ocratic 
party 
platform bill calling for the per­ 
m anent registration of voters. 
Governor Leslie had until m id­ 
night Saturday in which to sign 
those m easures rem aining, but 
the hour passed w ithout further 
action despite dozens of callers 
a t the executive offices all day 
Saturday. In a 
brief statem ent 
late Saturday afternoon the gov­ 
ernor announced he would not 
sign the registration bill, and he 
recalled th a t p art of his message 
to the recent legislature bearing 
on th a t subject. He declared the 
bill before him did not qualify as 
his conception of an ideal regis­ 
tration law. 
O ther bills th a t “died” includ­ 
ed one perm itting Terre H aute tc 
build a new city hall, and an o th ­ 
er providing for branch banking 
in Terre H aute and other cities 
between 60,000 and 90,000 popu­ 
lation. Two labor bills also were 
included. 
The governor 
left 
yesterday 
afternoon w ith a group of friends 
for a two weeks outing in Flori­ 
da.

Motorists are not g iven to speculating upon the 
deg ree of their leg al liabilities as they drive 
along . They are not careful because they think 
the courts are prejudiced in favor of the pedes­ 
trian, nor are they reckless because they think 
the courts are on their side. 
They are careful 
when they think of the chances for an accident 
and careless when they forg et to think. 
But the oblig ation is upon the motorist to con­ 
sider th at the unforeseen may happen. Know­ 
ing pedestrians to be absent-minded and arro­ 
g ant and children to be impetuous and reckless, 
the driver of the motor vehicle must m aintain 
a marg in of caution to allow for their contribu­ 
tory neg lig ence. 
Merely because contributory 
neg lig ence relieves him of leg al liability it does 
not relieve him of a moral oblig ation. 
The following sections of a bulletin issued by 
California hig hway authorities emphasize recent 
decisions by the courts of that state on the sub­ 
ject under discussion: 
• The pedestrian has the rig ht to use all parts 
of the hig hway, being charg eable only for the 
exercise of a due amount of carc. 
-The pedestrian hit and injured in the center 
of the street can not be considered as neg lig ent 
because he was there instead of on the sidewalk. 
-The pedestrian is not g uilty of neg lig ence be­ 
cause he fails to look behind him. The pedes­ 
trian is not bound, as a m atter of law, to be look­ 
ing and listening continuously to see if motor 
vehicles are approaching .” 
In other words, the courts are of the opinion 
that one act of carelessness does not deserve an­ 
other. It is not the privileg e of truck drivers and 
autoists to observe a perpetual open season for 
running down those who walk without looking 
and thinking .

Indianapolis, March 16— (AP.)

TWO-WAY RESPONSIBILITY 


Motorists are not given to speculating upon the 


degree of their legal liabilities as they drive 
along. They are not careful because they think 
the courts are prejudiced in favor of the pedes- 
trian, nor are they reckless because they think 
the courts are on their side. They are careful 
when they think of the chances for an accident 
and careless when they forget to-think. 


But the obligation is upon the motorist to con: 


sider that the unforeseen may happen. Know- 
ing pedestrians to be absent-minded and arro- 
gant and children to be impetuous and reckless, 
the driver of the motor vehicle must maintain 
a margin of caution to allow for their contribu- 
tory negligence. Merely because contributory 
negligence relieves him of legal liability it does - 
not relieve him of a moral obligation. 


The following sections of a bulletin issued by 


California highway authorities emphasize recent 
decisions by the courts of that state on the sub- 
ject under discussion: 


-The pedestrian has the right to use all parts 


of the highway, being chargeable only for the 
exercise of a due amount of care. 


-The pedestrian hit and injured 'in the center 


of the street can not be considered as negligent 
because he was there instead of on the sidewalk. 


-The pedestrian is not guilty of negligence be- 


cause he fails to look behind him. The pedes- 
trian is not bound, as a matter of law, to be look- 
ing and listening continuously to see if motor 
vehicles are approaching." 
In other words, the courts are of the opinion 


that one act of carelessness does not deserve an- 
other. It is not the privilege of truck drivers and 
autoists to observe a perpetual open season for 
running down those who walk without looking 
and thinking.
